in the conduct of the penal colonies 
for criminals, but .so long as the 
old regime Jield power their appeals 
were vain. 

Conditions at many of these penal 
camps have been horrible beyond de¬ 
scription. Many of Russia’s politi¬ 
cal prisoners have spent years in 
the Kaca mines, dragging out a mis¬ 
erable and toilsome existence far 
underground, without ever being 
permitted to see the light of day. 
Other prison camps are located in 
the frozcp wilderness within the 
Arctic Circle.

CROPS ARE LOOKING FINE

THE GROWING UNREST 

The anti-conscription outburst in Quebec is 
progressing apace, and under the inflammatory 
influence of Tancrede Marcil the fire will spread 
with growing rapidity unless something drastic 
is done to arrest it. Mr. Marcil. whore the 
movement seems to have as a sort of official 
spokesman, has graced the past week with two 
speeches full of fire, injustices and rash state¬ 
ments. The latter, however carry little or no 
weight in the minds of his hearers who are 
athirst only for something to throw in the face 
of their opposition; all they want is the Enthus¬ 
iasm. 

Mr. Mveil seizes as his chief contention the 
Statement that the present war is net Canada’s 
war, and tfyat for the Government to confccHpt 
Canadians is improper and unconstitutional. If 
that is all Mr. Marcil knows about the war much 
may be forgiven him, but this assumption of 
non-responsibility for Canada cannot be left to 
Mr. Marcil for settlement. He is clearly in no 
position to be spokesman for the country, and he 
and his kind must be given to understand that 
the sooner a stop is put to it the better it will be 
for themselves and for Canada. It is all very 
well for him to give vent to his anti-conscription 
assertions three thousand miles away from 
Europe, but if Quebec was in the same position 
as was Quebec in August 1914 would he be as 
liable to ask the rest of Canada to keep quiet 
■While German soldiers overran his Country ? 
Canada is wondering whether he classes her on¬ 
ly as fit for a rampaging ground for armies of 
the Kaiser, because if he does, the rest of Cana¬ 
da differs strongly with him. ‘Force will be 
met with force’ he says in speaking of the an¬ 
tagonism to conscription in Quebec. Well, if it 
is, the fault lies wholly with him and his kind, 
and every day the position is growing more com¬ 
plicated for the country. Fortunately Canada’s

A Belfast man who lias lately ar¬ 
rived in East Africa says in the 
course of a letter home: Officers who 
have been through most of the fight¬ 
ing tell me that the hardships en¬ 
dured by the troops are indescrib¬ 
able. One officer in particular 
who fought in France informed me 
that he would prefer to fight any day 
on the continent than in these Afri¬ 
can jungles. The African soldier has 
indeed many dangers to contend with 
outside the human enemy. There! 
are more deaths from fever and oth-: 
er tropical maladies than from 
wounds inflicted by the enemy. 
There is some satisfaction in being 
killed by an enemy bullet, but to die 
of fever in some African swamp is a 
cruel fate. There has been very lit-! 
tic open fighting here. It is a case 
of a band of soldiers moving through 
the dense undergrowth, without any 
sign of-an enemy, when suddenly a| 
machine gun opens fire on them from 
a cunningly concealed position, and 
before it cgp be located the casualties 
have been heavy. 

However, it is only a question of a 
few months until the war here is 
over. The Germans are fast evacuat¬ 
ing their positions and fleeing to the 
hills, where they will soon be finally 
defeated. East Africa is a splendid 
country for big game shooting- 
Lions, elephants, buffaloes, rhinocer¬ 
oses, leopards and in fact almost cv- 
ciy kind of savage animal abound in 
the jungle. It is an exciting, although 
somewhat dangerous pastime, but 
one that helps considerably to break 
the monotony of life in the tropics, 
whilst at the same time it trains 
cne’s power of observation and nerve 
force to a high state of perfection. 

The writer mentions that in the 
voyage from Kurban to Mombassa 
the black troops regarded everything 
on board the vessel with awe. One 
of them asked an officer if the ship 
ran on a rail at the bottom of the 
sea. There were also a few soldiers 
on board who were going to fight 
for the British in East Africa. Sever¬ 
al of these men told him that they 
had fought in the Boer war against 
the British.

Food Value of Beans 

It is estimated that an average 
acre of beans produces as much real 
food material as is usually obtained 
from five to fifteen acres of pasture 
land in the production of either meat 
or milk. According to recent deter¬ 
minations and prevailing prices, as 
much valuable food material for 
human consumption could be obtain¬ 
ed from the purchase of beans with 
twenty cents as from the purchase of 
cheese with' forty-five cents, of beef 
steak with seventy-five cents, and of 
eggs with one dollar and sixty-one 
cents.. Field beans approach animal 
foods in nutritive value. They con¬ 
tain a high percentage of protein, and 
in this respect surpass the .cereals 
commonly used as food such as 
wheat and oats. There is a higher 
percentage of protein in beans that! 
in the best cuts of meat, but it is not 
auitc so completely digested.—Prof.
